ESTILL SPRINGS. 



Irvine, which s- the county scat of 
Efttill, is a quaint looking village ol 
■bout 500 or 800 inhahitants, and U lo- 
cated at the Dane of. the Cuinherlnnd 
mountains. Words are inadequate to 
portrny the heauty of the scenery sur- 
rounding Irt ine, bounded as it were on 
one Mile by the majestic mountains, 
and on the other by historic old Ken- 
tucky river, winding its way slowly to 
the sen. Irvine is now the teruiinous 
of the K. N. I. & B. railroad, but if the 
Black Diamond materializes this little 
town will improve and grow and will 
become a most |>opiilar resort. The 
merchants of this village are Miller A 
Walle-ce. Dunbar* Co . Bert Powell, 
who is also postmaster, David Burg 
man, Conroy, Davidson, and Thomas 
Williams. Irvine has three churches, 
a public school and cotyt house The 
principal holel is run by Mr. Sam Tu- 
dor, w ho is one of the best hotel men 
in the Slate. He doesn't set the food 
before you in those lillle dishes which 
are more for look than to assuage the 
gnawing hunger of the cloisters of the 
inner man, but he puts everything he- 
fore you in a good old-fashioned way 
and knows how to cater to the taste 
of the public. Thomas Vaughn is the 
liveryman, Kdgar Parks is cily mar- 
shal and T. H. Barker is City Jud,re. 
The doctors are Turner, Stagncr and 
Sayrary. The lawyers are Judge Kid- 
dell and his sou, Hugh Huldell, and 
CharliM Milller, sou of Mann Miller, 
aud .1 B. White. Dr. T. P. Gardner is 
the dentist. 

Irvine can lwast of as many or more 
pretty Kirlh than any town of its size in 
the State. This is the former home of 
Judge Hath Ttirpin, W. W. Pigg, 
Mayor Claude Smith, Dr Kred Smith, 
Editor Ausil I) Miller, of the Climax, 
and Mr. Charles D. Miller, who ia a 
compositor on the same paper, Coley 
and Gardner Wallace. Irvine has two 
large saw mills, one employs 70 men 
and saws about 35.000 feet of lumber 
per day, and the other employs 30 men 
and saws 2(1,000 feet of lumber. Near 
Irvine is a barrel stave factory, which 
employs (10 hands. The handsomest 
homes in the town are owned by Mrs. 
Friend and Mrs. Bergman, the latter 
being modern in its construction. 
Thos. Williams, Sr., and Mr. Conroy 
aie t lie wealthiest citizens. Ausil and 
Charlie Miller are grandsons of Dr. 
Daniel who was one of the linest physi- 
cians in his day. Their aunts. Miss 
Jane Daniels aud Mrs. Gabriella 
Thomson, still live iit Irvine. The 
last named is a grandmother of Mrs. 
Xeale Delim it, (> f this city. 

Kstill Springs is located near Irvine 
Mini is one-half mile from the Kentucky- 
river, and is one of the best watering 
places in die State, the waters being 
sulphur aud chalylwtate. The springs 
grounds comprise nbout ,V«i acres of 
land, most of which is mountainous. 
The hotel is a tiemeudotts building, of 
several hundred rooms, with many of 
tile modern improvements. Before the 
civil war the springs were ruu by Mr. 



Chiles Then people had plenty of 
money and there were sometimes sev- 
eral hundred gnaaf there at the same 
lime, hut during the war it was allowed 
to run down. The present owner. 
Capt. Thomas, has built it up and im- 
proved it until In .lay it ranks with the 
famous resorts of the country— the 
grounds are beautiful and are kept in 
good condition. Numerous patent and 
rope swings and hammocks are scat- 
tered over the yard for the amusement 
of guests. There is a good bowling 
alley and bath house. Kslili Springs 
can boast of one of the finest ball rooms 
iu the State, where many of our beaux 
and belles trip t he light fantastic toe. 
During the summer seasons good or- 
chestra is kept in attendance all the 
time for the enjoyment of guests. This 
years' season has just opened and every- 
thing promises a more pros|>erous sum- 
mer than ever before ami that it maybc 
is the wish of the writer.

The first Inter-Collegiate debate be- 
tween the students of the law depart- 
ment of Georgetown and Columbian 
Cniversilies which has been held for 
four years took place in Washington 
City at the Lafayette Square Opera 
House, and resulted in a decision in 
favor of Georgetown. 

The question discussed was: ' Ile- 
eolvcd, That the right of suffrage should 
be restricted by au educational cjualiti 
calion." The arlirraative side was ar- 
gued bv Georgetown, and the nega- 
tive by the Columbian 6tudents, thre^ 
debaters representing each school. ' 

Of the speech by Mr. Frank Clay, of 
Richmond, the Washington Cily Times, 
says : 

"Mr. Clay, the last speaker for the 
negative, proved to lie the wit of the 
evening. He scored many atrtusing 
points agahist his oppouents, and was 
the hardest one for the time-keepers to 
stop when his twenty micutes had been 
exhausted. In conclusiou five minutes 
was given to Mr Conboy to close the 
debate. He used this time to splendid 
advantage, aud left the affirmative side 
in good shape for the consideration of 
the judges." 

The Post is evenmore compliment- 
ary of our friend's eflort : 

STRONIi AtiAISST TIIK WEAK. 

Francis W. H. Ciav was the last 
speaker. His ready wit and his epi- 
grams brought him plaudits from the 
audience in great abundance. His ar- 
gument was constructive, however, 
rather than given to refuting the claims 
of the other side, and his time expired 
before he was able to sum up the debate 
for the negative. 

"We rind," said the speaker, "that 
our opponents have Lot showed you 
how to preserve the great foundations 
of political ethics, hut have argued 
about a matter ol temporary expedien- 
cy. Liberty, if it inetaus anything, 
means that your rights are not depenii- 
etit on another's will. To strip any 
man of the htllol is to make govern- 
ment a vehicle by which the strong can 
ride at the expense of the .weak 

"When vou have taken the ballots 
Irom your ignorant classes you have not 
got rid of them. If the negro is diffi- 
cult to govern now, how will you find 
him when he is deprived of the ballot? 
Everybody knows that limitations on 
the suffrage in the South are not edu 
cational qualifications, but negro dis 
qualifications. Education does not al- 
ways mean an intelligent vote. There 
are many men of much learning and 
little reuse. It has been argued that 
our ayriem allows demagogues to lead 
the masses. Then let us eliminate the 
demagogues. You say put the igno- 
raut man out of the Iwuse in order to 
purity the honse. but yon forget that it 
is his house. Once admit that a man 
u. av be robbed of his right because 
others think it is good public policy, 
and there id an end lo freedom. 



The President of the Failed States 
has misjudged the American people ami 
outraged the conscience of the nation 
The glamor of war and the exulteiance 
of emotion ami patriotic impulse ac- 
companying victory may cloud the 
moral vision temporarily, bin with the 
return of normal conditions the idea le 
of the Republic will be found btrongei 
than ever before and will assert them- 
selves in such a positive manner that 
the rebuke that will be administered 
to the President and his misguided 
followers will be both stuuniug and de- 
cisive. 

The privileged classes who plunder 
the American people under cover of 
law are the siders and abettors of the 
foreign polby of the administration. 
They have uo further use lor popular 
government. Militarism to overawe 
the people and set aside a verdict 
against them at the ballot box is the 
only thing that holds out to them the 
promise of uninterrupted rule aud 
plunder.

The administration stands for imper- 
ialism, the grim monster whose trail 
reaches backward over the rums of em- 
pires, peoples and civilizations. The 
hideous form of the fell destroyer now 
casts its shallow across the path of 
American freemen. Your ballots can 
dispel that shallow. Do not permit the 
substance to materialze or liberty may 
l>e lost.— National Watchman.

WHEAT. 

The weekly bulletius o( the climate 
and crop service of the Weather Bureau 
show a general deterioration of the 
wheat crop in the principal winter 
wheat growing Stat.-. 

In Ohio there has been general fall- 
ing off" in condition due to rust and the 
HesBian fly. The Indiana crop has also 
suffered from same cause. In Illinois 
there has been some improvement in 
early sowu wheat, a bile the late now 
shows up very poor. Michigan reports 
widespread damage by the "fly,'* and 
the crop has fallen off in condition gen- 
erally. In Missouri damage by rust 
and Hessian fly, combined with the 
presence of an unusual amount of 
cheat, make the crop as a whole "a 
poor prospect." In Kansas many 
counties report a loss. Chinch bugs 
have made their appearance there, and 
serious damage is threatened. 

In Kentucky the wheat crop has suf- 
fered a loss in condition during the 
month. The condition averages 73, 
while on May 1st, it was SO. Ily sec- 
tions the following averages are shown: 
Western, 62; southern, 81. It should 
be noted that by far the highest average 
condition is shown in the southwestern 
section where comparatively little 
wheat is grown. There is a general 
complaint of "fly" ju early wheat. 
Rust is also frequently reported, but bo 
far is confined to the blades. Medium 
early wheat now promises the best 
yield. Late wheat is overrun with 
weeds. "Heads short, low and thin 
or ground," is the expression most 
frequently used by correspondents in 
describing the condition of the crop. 

HEMP. 

In the hemp district the crop is re- 
ported in good condition. Recent ad- 
vance in price has had a markt d effect 
on acreage. The acreage compared 
with 1893 ia 101. Scott county reports 
an increase of 30 per cent., but in Bour- 
lion county the acreage is reported by 
76 |ier cent of the acreage of 1898. 

TOBACCO. 

Tobacco plants are plentiful and set- 
ting has been rushed. In tome coun- 
ties there was a 'ack of season until the 
closing days of the month. In western 
Kentucky rain has prevented prepara- 
tion of the ground. Per cent, of crop 
set prior to June 1 : In western section 
48; central 43, and southern 35. (irass- 
hopliers and cut worms have played 
havoc with early set tobacco in a nutn 
her of counties. Indications point to an 
average acreage in the principal tobacco 
growing districts. 

FRUIT. 

There has been a derided decline in 
fruit prospects during May. Apples 
have fallen off until the condition com- 
pared with average years is but 67, 
whereas it was 91 on May L Pears 
have declined from GO to 40, aud grapes 
from 81 to 67.
